Perhaps the jitneymen of J^gnff 
would be helped back to a logical and 
sane state of min/ if the government 
would give Banff only its proportion¬ 
al share of the licenses. It might 
cure them of selfishness which devel 
oped inordinately undermines logic 
and common sense. 


Premier Meighcn’s speech at Stir¬ 
ling, Ont., as reported in the Western 
daily papers, did not disclose any un¬ 
expected features. He was expected 
to come out in favor of a customs tar¬ 
iff, not only for revenue, but also for 
protective purposes. He was also ex¬ 
pected to favor the old-fashioned sys¬ 
tems of government as against the 
new-fangled proposals of progressives 
and radicals. He purposes sailing in 
charted seas, and in these days when, 
mines sown in war-time are still dan¬ 
gerous. he is wise. T here are so 
many impatient people in Canada that 
restraint becomes a virtue. Generally 
speaking, the men- and newspapers 
that call Mr. Meighen a “reactionary” 
are themselves furnishing a good rea¬ 
son for his being a reactionary. • L 
to oppose their upsetting theories is 
reaction, then a reactionary is just 
what the country needs in these tur¬ 
bulent days. 

His speech on .the fiscal question 
will not be acceptable to the western 
farmers, but muth will depend upon 
the working out of his tariff views," 
by the the Cabinet committee which 
is about to go fully into the tariff 
with a view to revision. No govern¬ 
ment—not even a grain growers gov¬ 
ernment—could abolish the tariff ii 
it would or would abolish it if it could. 
The revenue necessities of the coun¬ 
try will necessitate a pretty stiff tar¬ 
iff added to all the other means that 
can be devised for the purposes of 
taising money. Undoubtedly the tar¬ 
iff can' be materially changed to ad¬ 
vantage. No studied revision lias 
taken place for many years, and an- 
amolies and inequalities must there¬ 
fore exist. It is certain that reduc¬ 
tions can be made in the tariff with¬ 
out reduction of revenue. It is possi* 
bie that incicases can be made with¬ 
out disadvantage to Canada. Since 
we must.have a tariff we should have 
ene that will bear least burdenssome- 
ly upon the Canadian people, and 
least of all on those engaged in the 
premier industry of agriculture, which 
even under the most favorable condi¬ 
tions is attended by "great risk and 
hardships.

Iowance had to be made in all exam¬ 
inations and so trouble has been grad¬ 
ually accumulating. The situation 
cannot be accounted for by the nature 
of the examination papers for there 
hj>s not been a year for a long time 
when the character of the papers set 
has met with such general approval. 
The Department has recently made 
enquiry as to the situation in other 
provinces and has found that in some 
of the neighbouring provinces the re¬ 
sults are considerably more disastrous 
than here. Universities have had the 
same experience and professor^, de¬ 
clare that never has the work been so 
unsatisfactory. 

The effects of the influenza scourge 
during two years could, not be avoid¬ 
ed. The Sons of the Soil movement 
attempted to find a royal road to 
learning by granting examinations to 
students who had not covered the, 
work. There could be only one re¬ 
sult. The teaching profession like all 
other callings was sadly disturbed by 
w'ar conditions and several hundred 
of the finest young men in the Prov¬ 
ince left the country, most of them 
never to return to the teaching pro¬ 
fession. There are other conditions, 
however, which should cause parents 
teachers and students alike to pause 
and -consider: From all over the con¬ 
tinent and beyond persistent reports 
come in’ that it is impossible to get 
Indents to settle earnestly upon 
their work. Parental discipline ha.- 
almost become a memory. All man 
ner of disturbances are permitted to 
enter into the lives of children and the 
results -are being felt moje strongly 
every day in the classroom. The 
wide-spread belief prevails that strict 
discipline, hard work, self-control and 
obedience are no longer the basis of 
real character and successful citizen¬ 
ship. We shall have to return to 
j some of our old-fashioned ideas, 
j The phase of the situation which is 
| most disturbing to the Department is 
| that the students of Grades XI and 
| XII from, whom are drawn our tegch- 
| ers in training for the Normal 
I Schools, have failed in such large num¬ 
bers that unless special rulings are 
j made the normal school classed are 
I going to be sadly decimated. A thin’ 
normal school has been established in 
[the Province and it is absolutely nec-

and barley will give excellent yields. 
Over most of the Province oats will 
require another two weeks-before be¬ 
ing ripe. 

Reports from Grande Prairie and 
Peace River i indicate that weather 
conditions have been very similar to 
the rest of the province leaving the 
crops well advanced and the prospect 
of a heavy general yield. 

Up to date no frost has been report¬ 
ed. The damage from hail has been 
heavy in some districts but on the 
whole has not been greater than in 
ordinary years. The blown out areas 
in the south wil^ not produce much 
crop. A considerable amount of this 
has been prepared for next year and 
a limited area sown to fall rye. An 
area sixty miles square along the C. 
•& E. Railway, about halfway betweei. 
Calg4ry*and Edmonton, has not been 
'avored with moisture to the'same ex¬ 
tent as the rest of the province, con- 
equently the cVop in this aj^a will be 
omewhat lighter. Grasshoppers ha' ? 
been plentiful in certain places, but 
i ffective measures were adopted for 
their control. Farmers co-operated, 
vith both the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial Departments of Agriculture in a 
"igorous campaign of poisoning, with 
I he result that these pests have not 
cone any great amount of damage, 
'.caving out of consideration the pos¬ 
sibility of frost before the crop is har¬ 
vested prospects at the present ftme

province has had with the exception 
of 1915. As near as can be deter¬ 
mined at the present time the yield 
of wheat will run between 25 l and 30 
bushels.
